. fg-td| the value of the article offered, 
ft is the custom of such advertisers 
*n the phonograph line, for example, 
to say that the phonograph is ‘the 
$250 size’ or is ‘like the regular $200 
instrument.’ ” 
“In one recent case,* the bulletin 
continues, "a fur dealer, in Buffalo 
was offering furs in on advertisement 
iigned by his wife, in which he said 
be would sell for $35. furs worth $86. 
The statement of varae was untrue. 
They might have been worth $35, but 
weer not Worth $85.” 
, 
The bulletin says the advertising 
association, which exists for the pur­ 
pose of making all advertising abso- 
utely truthful, has usually only need- 
*<1 io c i!l the attention of newspapers 
to the fraudulent character of such ad­ 
vertisements to get them to decline to 
fell advertising space to such people, 
(n the meantime, the bulletin sug­ 
gests, the public should beware and 
;hould ascertain whether the seller is 
¡n fact a worthy householder or Í3 a 
merchant. 
“The best way to supply our needs 
is through the usual sources—through 
the stores of the community,” the bul­ 
letin add*. “The local 
storekeeper 
stands behind the goods he sells, and 
if anything should go wrong, he is 
right on the job to make good.”
